And there the further question: what should the 
student’s part the administration and operation schools 
where normally today receives his education? What are the 
objectives such participation administration? And what 


has education? These are the problems which 


hope throw some light this talk. 


Educational Problem and Other Social Problems 


must not confuse the educational problems are discuss 
tonight with another problem that must sharply distinguished 
from it, namely, the organization students for political, eco- 
nomic, more generally, social change. This latter problem may 
discussed the campus, the state, the regional, the national, 
the international level. The problem would discuss tonight 
educational problem and all its factors must 
the other problem political, economic, social, and its usual 
instruments are propaganda, mobilization, front organizations, 
and infiltration. Political, social, and economic problems are in- 
fluenced the educational means, but only through its principal 
techniques: scholarly research and free instruction competent 
teachers. The main contribution the quality individual 
produces. Before beginning our main topic, should like say 
that for either form problem, the administration must 
genuinely decentralized the individual campus, and all other 
organizations higher echelons can only research organiza- 
tions and clearinghouses knowledge, experience, and con- 
structive suggestions improve individual campus situations. This 
democracy going down the grass roots, where all democratic 
power, unregimented, must exercised. This, too, where 
democratic power must enlightened. 


II. 
The Student the Agent His Education 


Our first problem is: what the student’s part the educa- 
tive process? sound educational practice —i.e., where real 
education going the student the principal agent his 
own education. How uses his past experience and relates 
his new knowledge and/or his new experience the essential 
character the process. this way the reconstruction ex- 
perience goes the individual toward the educational objec- 
tive whatever is. And this inescapable responsibility 
the individual student without regimentation faculty, ad- 
ministration, fellow students. Let look into this problem 
little further. 
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The Nature and Destiny the Student Are 
the Basic Factors 


About the educational objective, which each student seeking, 
naturally there will differences opinion. But must 
realize that the end the aim education 
determined the nature the human being and his destiny 
his eternal destiny believe and his social destiny. And 
this question the nature and destiny must faced. The na- 
ture and destiny the individual first priority the con- 
sideration the problem the end education priority 
over every claim government, school administration, or. fellow 
students, student organizations. The regimentation students 
these other agencies education violates the nature the 
educative process. This priority over every social demand; 
recognizing however both the socializing technique this process 
itself, and the conflict between the two wills individuals long 
ago described St. Augustine. must beware our prating 
about democracy and self-government that not fall into 
the error that Santayana points out the 

The Stranger: Our tragedy old one, which you drew 
the moral long ago; the tragedy those who they 
wish, but not get what they want. the tragedy self- 
government. 

Socrates: would terrible tragedy indeed such 


excellent thing self-government came bad 
people who had learned self-government would race 
philosophers.

Socrates: How surprising! understand that under self- 
government, you practice it, man governs himself any 
thing, but that each governed everything all the others.

Schools Only Facilitate Students’ Education 


Education can without teachers. the justification 
formal education that providing expert intelligent guidance 
and the other means and instruments that facilitate the self- 
education the individual such libraries, laboratories, charts, 
maps, classrooms, and the other equipment and paraphernalia 
education, that education itself can more economically and 
more expeditiously achieved the student. This the justifica- 
tion for taking student out the current ordinary life 
put him into the hothouse living learning. the teachers and 
the equipment have not this effect, then the educational institu- 
tion is, the case that particular individual, failure. That 
indicates that the student must co-operative factor the 
formal educational process. matter what genius the teacher 
nor how scholarly his field, the student does not 
co-operate, then the activity effort the teacher futile. 
course, teacher may nonconductor the intellectual and 
spiritual life which education and many are. matter how 
recent and modern the equipment is, whether test tube 
cyclotron, the student does not use intelligently, and instead 
merely manipulates according direction, education will 
occur. with the library other instrumentals educa- 


tion. the other hand, competent education administra- 


tion will abdicate its position responsibility furnish guidance, 
born experience, training, and insight satisfy the whim the 
student. 


Student Co-operation Necessary Educative Process 

The educational process itself will stillborn there not 
student co-operation. All interest administration super- 
vision organization must justified, the last analysis, 
the way affects the individual mind the student through the 
educational process. well recall this connection Plato’s 
definition slave anyone who takes his purpose from 
another. 
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Student Co-operation Educational Administration 


the co-operation the student the first importance 
the actual processes instruction and training the intellectual, 
moral, and spiritual formation the individual, then, what 
his part the institutional organization education?

whose objectives must achieved educational 
not government with plenary political power. is, like govern- 
ment, instrument the society, achieve the educational 
purpose the society educational means. The educational 
means are instruction and research and the supplementary means 
are student participation administration and the life 
the campus. Every genuine educational institution matter 
how administered nor how supported affected with public 
interest and, that sense, public institution. has public 
responsibility. This means, that for boards control, too, 
not private but public interest that must served. This 
true Yale, Harvard, Princeton, Marquette, St. Louis, 
Loyola, the state university North Carolina, Wisconsin, 
Massachusetts. 


The Inescapable Legal Responsibility for the School 
the Board Trustees 


The institutions with which are concerned were established 
provisions the state constitutions, followed enabling 
acts, legislative charters, other statutory enactments, 
under general laws incorporation. The persons legally respon- 
sible for the institutions are called variously board regents, 
board trustees, board directors. their responsibility 
establish, operate, and maintain the institutions public 
trust. They retain final administrative authority under social 
trusteeship, but, obviously, they cannot perform 
function educational they select president, 
and, directly indirectly, faculty teaching staff and provide 
the necessary equipment paraphernalia. All these are

The N.S.O. believes both public and private educational institu- 
tions should free from political and economic controls. How- 
ever, the N.S.O. recognize the right the private institution 
set specifically defined standards line with the avowed purpose 
its establishment, provided that the faculty member fully 
acquainted with such standards the terms his contract, and 
that the student fully acquainted with such standards upon 
applying for admission (Proposed By-Laws, III, 3).

The Principles for Student Council

mind, increase the learner’s power reason- 
ing, and add his critical judgment ability. 
Even present our application this idea 
far from being what should. Too often 
there excessive pressure students 
excel scholarship regardless their individ- 
ual abilities. And again, there remains in- 
adequate way handling vocational pursuits 
both the fields guidance and training. 
Too many youths leave secondary schools and

Correlated Teaching 


this point let consider the problem 
the curriculum.

This idea correlation used 
today several ways. For example, correla- 
tion correlated teaching means that learn- 
ing experiences are planned around salient 
pupils’ problems, and that, far possible, 
all learning activities carried the school 
are connected with the solving these prob- 
lems. Accordingly, correlation closely related 
the concept unit teaching. Therefore, 
specified grade level, all pupil activities, 
regardless subject matter, are related 
and carried connection with particular 
unit, have example correlated teach- 
ing. Today there the added advantage 
securing many books which are organized 
according this principle. Furthermore, 
practically all teachers will make use 
opportunities relate experiences one 
subject those another subject area 
despite the fact that their work organized 
along conventional lines. result, our 
problem today becomes not one shall 
correlate, but what degree, and what 
extent this relationship practical. 

Whereas departmental work the elemen- 
tary school level today impractical because 
the immature students who 
matter isolation are unable make proper 
connections between subjects, there never- 
theless important place for above the 
elementary level. Specialized fields knowl- 
edge require specialized study, and conse- 
quence only teachers who have undertaken 
this study are qualified for this type teach- 
ing. The same may also said teaching 
the fine arts throughout the entire educational 
system.

Among the ideas which Quintilian expresses 
the curriculum are those which favor the 
notion cultivating worth-while reading habits 
his students for “the love letters and 
the benefit reading are bounded not the 
time spent school, but the extent 
Today’s curriculum reading and 
literature gives great stress this same idea. 
Such courses emphasize the fact that children 
early possible should encouraged 
read for sheer enjoyment. Moreover, these 
courses make ample provision for the pupil 
share vicariously many human experiences. 
This enrichment brought about through 
acquaintance with the best that literature 
affords for each particular level com- 
prehension. The material selected stim- 
ulate interest broad field expe- 
riences, and develop ability appreciate 
and enjoy it. Finally, the interest and appre- 
ciation worth-while literature, because its 
very nature, will inculcate desirable ideals 
aiding the development essential char- 
acter traits and good citizenship. Such activ- 
ities daily recreational reading period, 
reading for interest charts, the building 
classroom library, and the organization and 
upkeep school library, are all means 
promoting love reading, and good taste 
for the best that offered.

Quintilian also recognizes the fact that other 
studies will contribute the worthy use 
leisure. speaking the orator says that 
shall seek his gain, not from the pay that 
receives for his pleadings, but from his 
own mind, and from contemplation and 
edge, gain which enduring and independent 
fortune; and how much more pleasure 
will secure from such pursuits than from 
unintellectual This concept 
underlies the idea enriching the curriculum. 
Students who exhibit more ability than the 
majority their companions are provided 
with more and varied materials order that 
they may have richer background which, 
turn, will broaden their viewpoints and inter- 
ests. This plan more beneficial the 
brighter students than endeavoring hurry 
them through school such way that they 
are separated from pupils their own age 
and interest groups. Furthermore, this Roman’s 
idea might considered plea for the 
pursuing knowledge for other than mate- 
rialistic ends. some respects today the 
ideology efficiency carried too far. There

And finally, what type person should 
teacher be? she one who can observe 
and learn the pupil’s individual differences 
capacities and abilities; who can adapt mate- 
rials and methods instruction their vary- 
ing levels; who can stimulate the pupils 
learn; who can challenge them think; 
can respect their individual rights; and 
can above all love them parent. Every 
teacher should seek understand the 
fluences which underlie the behavior chil- 
dren. Causes the disabilities observed 
sought and corrected. The teacher 
helpful assisting the pupils 
for inadequacies some aspects life 
achievement others. Quintilian would 
out any but the master teacher, for the 
teacher would require double duty 
part succeeding masters. Moreover, 
less able the teacher, the more obscure will 
That same idea holds today. The 
real test teacher not the number off 
pupils either she has failed passed, 
rather the number pupils whom she has 
understood. Therefore, the less able 
would obscure the minds her pupils. 

Now although nineteen centuries have 
vened since Quintilian’s day this would 
most fitting advice for teacher now 
then. Give conscious attention how well 
you are doing this important part your work 
—what you teach all day long 
every act.

The exchange letters between Presi- 
dent Truman and Pope Pius XII 
August, 1947, upon the return Rome 
Myron Taylor the President’s personal 
representative should read and studied 
every high school and college student. 
While the situation called forth renewed 
expression bigotry least misunder- 
standing the situation, the writers the 
letters, unaffected little people, breathed 
the serene air co-operation the inter- 
est world peace and world neighbor- 
liness. 

Both letters-express great faith, won- 
derful spirit, and the finest religious senti- 
ments. Both are happy their expression 
good will, their faith that there are men 
good will everywhere who desire peace 
and the pledge co-operation. 

The President opens his letter with the 
statement that the exchanges “have con- 
tributed profoundly toward sound and 
lasting peace and the strengthening 
the impelling convictions pursued the 
peoples the world their quest for 
moral world order firmly established the 
life nations.” The President wishes 
everything his power support and 
contribute concert all the forces 
striving for moral world. sees clearly 
the need for the joining the moral forces 
the world against those who seek de- 
stroy them. Force has endangered the 
hopes and ideals mankind, but right now 
there very real danger any division 
the moral forces the world. Here the 
President pledges full faith again work 
with the Pope and with every agency 
good the world over for enduring peace. 

Reaffirming the decision the United 
States Supreme Court more than half 
century ago that this Christian nation, 
the President accepts the Christian re- 
sponsibility work for peace and banish 
war and the causes, war. For, the 
President says, peace can achieved only 
Christian principles. 

Concluding his main discussion, the 
President says the main need the world 
today, fundamental all else, renewal 
faith, which leads hope and trust 
the future. concludes, believe with 
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heartfelt conviction that those who not 
recognize their responsibility Almighty 
God cannot meet their full duty toward 
their fellow men.” 

The Pope expresses his “Satisfaction and 
thanks for this latest testimony the de- 
sire and determination great and free 
people dedicate themselves with their 
characteristic confidence and generosity 
the noble task strengthening the founda- 
tion that peace for which all the people 
the earth are 

The Pope, almost echoing the President’s 
words, and, undoubtedly both cases with 
the Soviet Union mind, says that the 
Church cannot compromise with avowed 
enemy God. 

The Pope uses the opportunity ex- 
press his appreciation “the munificent 
charity shown the American people 
worthy the finest Christian 
for relaxing their efforts under the 
gracious and merciful providence God, 
the Father all that good and holy, 
and justice will the end prevail.”

Purposeful Teaching Foreign 


Modern language teachers must become in- 
creasingly aware their role Christian 
education. During the past few years, espe- 
cially the Middle West, the modern lan- 
guages have been shunted into inferior 
position give place the course study 
for more “practical” subjects. examination 
the objectives underlying this procedure 
leads the conclusion that this, respect 
Catholic education pandering the ma- 
terialism the age. 

the first place, this procedure highly 
Among educated nations America 
stands practically alone being almost il- 
literate regard foreign languages; yet, 
with Canada our north and Mexico our 
south, both abounding Catholic culture, can 
afford smugly isolated and unilingual? 


Languages Important 


Americans must awake their language 
needs. From purely secular aspect, our in- 
difference languages foolish. air age, 
which view everything from global 
standpoint, language barriers must dis- 
solved. are attempting prepare our 
pupils enjoy the best that the world offers 
music, art, literature, and cultural and 
political ideals. Narrowness, bigotry, provin- 
cialism, chauvinism are attributes people 
who not cultivate acquaintance with and 
understanding their neighbors. Such 
people are isolationists the worst sense 
the word. are deeply conscious that 
comparison the universal problem world 
peace, all other considerations are relatively 
unimportant; but can achieve world peace, 
without world sympathy and understanding? 

This understanding cannot based 
superficial reasons. must flow from the ul- 
timate principle the common unity the 
human race, built the firm mental grasp 
man’s essential union Christ’s Mystical 
Body with definite realization daily

thought and action. Christian educators, 
imbued with this idea, are enviable 
position. our post-war educational program 
for world peace are not concerned primarily 
with the immediate end attained, but 
rather with the final principle involved; that 
is, that there will world peace because the 
nations the world have comprehended the 
basic principles Christian life: the concepts 
the fatherhood God and the brotherhood 
man, and consequence have developed 
society which truly Christian social living. 
work definitely, specifically, and daily 
realize this ideal, positively the vocation 
every Christian teacher. Can afford, 
then, neglect any the means which will 
help attain it? 

One means fostering understanding and 
sympathy among nations the study var- 
ious languages and cultures. Through 
medium student the United States comes 
realize that way life which not the 
“American way” has its justifications; that 
other cultures may have ideals beauty, 
progress, and civilization diametrically opposed 
the American criteria speed and effi- 
ciency but which prove, consideration, 
logical and some respects superior. 


Our Ignorance 


Mexico furnishes example close 
hand. Since the completion the Pan-Amer- 
ican highway and the installation air lines 
nearly all parts Mexico, thousands 
Americans throng there every year. Many 
them have command Spanish and, 
possible, even less knowledge and appreciation 
Mexican history culture. They are un- 
aware that the Aztecs this continent pos- 
sessed high civilization before the white man 
ever set foot here; that that civilization fused 
with the culture brought the Spaniards 
the New World time when Spain was 
the apex her glory form culture far 
surpassing any existing this continent. This 
civilization interpenetrated every phase 
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with the virile Catholicity characterized 


Catholic Spain and was brought North 
America along with vestiges this civilization 
the Spanish Franciscans. 

had the extreme good fortune spend 
good part last summer two centers 
Catholic culture Mexico: “Mexico City and 
Guadalajara, the state Jalisco, place 
near and dear Oklahomans because its 
close association with Bishop Kelley. was 
painful observe the patronizing attitude 
many American tourists. Customs which 
differed from American ideas efficiency were 
judged inferior; yet, the Mexican people know 
how live Americans never will, for they 
savour life while dash through wounding 
ourselves the rush. Since the persecution has 
abated, the multitude churches are thronged 
daily men, women, and children. Some 
their religious customs, such elaborate pro- 
cession and fireworks honor the Blessed 
Virgin, are unusual and seem unduly emotional 
the cold-hearted Americans who make 
scathing remarks, the tone which intel- 
ligible the gracious, hospitable Mexicans 
the words are not. Nevertheless, Mexico 
Catholic with deep and permeating Catho- 
licity that almost incomprehensible 
Americans. 

Are superior the beautifully educated 
and cultured Mexicans? Hardly! Mexico City 
might called the Paris the New World, 
center world culture. Educated Mexicans 
are widely traveled, speak fluently several lan- 
guages, and are deeply appreciative the 
beautiful. nature and art; yet, many 
pseudo-educated Americans, familiar only 
with the crafty, shiftless, border-type Mex- 
ican Indian, who, like the Indian the United 
States, has been ruined the white man; 


dismiss Mexico country straw 


gaunt burrows, wealth scenic beauty, but 
otherwise consequence. 

Nevertheless, Mexico definitely and dis- 
tinctly our problem. North Americans must 
fight preserve Mexico’s spiritual and cul- 
tural heritage order safeguard our own. 


While are apathetic, Communism 


ing its cancerous growth through every tiny 
village. Aleman did not win the popular vote 
for the presidency, was railroaded 
the Communist party. Leading Church officials 
Mexico expect more persecution. Both 
Catholics and Americans can afford 
ignore Mexico? 

Americans create much the prejudice 
existing among the high-class Mexicans against 
them their own ignorahce. study 
Mexico were stimulated intelligent 


grasp the language, Americans might be. 


made vitally conscious the cogency this 
problem. Through study Mexico’s legends, 
history, and literature would have sym- 
pathetic understanding the Mexicans and 
consequently arrive fair estimate their 
dignity the family nations. This would 
effective means bridging one gap toward 
world peace and toward establishing bond 
kinship among nations. But this cannot 
done with complete satisfaction through trans- 
lation, for translations preclude such vital 
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means contact with country radio 
broadcasts, direct communication with indi- 
viduals, and similar approaches. 


Vitalize Our Teaching 


Are the American people 
than other nations? American would admit 
that. Then why they not learn foreign 
languages? Why are they nation not in- 
terested? answer that foreign languages 
are taught sterile subject. 

This example Mexico equally applicable 
Canada, and the nations Europe and 
Asia, which though more widely removed 
space, are less our spiritual neighbors. 

This present dynamic age demands the con- 
quest foreign languages, not merely dull 
“reading knowledge.” Teachers, spurred 

vivid desire approach, understand, and learn 
foreign neighbors the direct 
means the spoken word, will visualize their 
profession thrilling adventure Catholic 
Action. With this conception foreign lan- 
guage teaching before us, there direct 
challenge our students conquer the 
foreign tongue. The futility the “reading 
knowledge” method has been demonstrated 
during and since the war. Our soldiers have 
been unable get close contact with the 
inhabitants the occupied zones because 
inadequate and sterile knowledge French, 
German, whatever the tongue may be. 
consequence, there hope making 
these contacts either spiritual beneficial. 

The understanding other people through 
mastery their language will enrich the 
pupil’s soul, and will give him something too 
vital discarded after the period formal 
education past. This modern era which 
boundaries and distances vanish before new 
means travel and communication, which 
short-wave broadcasts pour from all parts 
the globe, and which necessities arising 
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from occupation war zones give more urgent 
motivation for mastering modern languages, 
must faced. 

How this challenge met? Perhaps 
the most effective means language teaching 
which classes are conducted the foreign 
language with convenient interruptions the 
student’s native tongue insure comprehen- 
sion. 

grasp the spoken language involves 
two elements: aural comprehension and 
speech. child may able say certain 
sentences and still not able comprehend 
them when they are spoken someone else. 
This skill unfruitful. Just baby learns 
speak listening, understanding, and imi- 
tating with the tongue the sounds perceived 
foreign language. The teacher painstak- 
ingly train the student’s aural capacity well 
carefully control his pronunciation. This 
achieved most easily speaking slowly and 
distinctly the foreign tongue, often repeat- 
ing and translating the meaning into English 
while writing the foreign language 
The students repeat after the 
teacher, copying from the board, but before 
the visual contact made both ear and tongue 
must have complete control the word. Use 
each new sentence phrase often pos- 
sible. The teacher can increase her speed 
gradually and decrease translation. Aural 
capacity must built first, then the stress 
speaking ability increased. 


Modern Methods 


The class should conducted the foreign 
language, but interrupted sufficiently with the 
native tongue make sure the students are 
following the development the lesson. Grad- 
ually the supplementary part the 
own tongue may decrease proportional his 
aural comprehension the foreign language. 
the long run, this method faster and 
more efficient than the so-called “direct meth- 
od” which sacrifices certain amount 
comprehension. 


The teacher must give careful and constant 


consideration the pupils’ pronunciation both 
individually and group. Homework should 
prepared aloud whether oral written. 
The teacher’s firm insistence studying orally 
home will greatly enlarge the 
capacity comprehension and supplement the 
conversational method the classroom. 
The student should great deal mem- 
orizing. Simple poems and stories 
adapted this. the school has facilities, 
excellent method checking and correct- 
ing faulty pronunciation means record- 
ings made the pupils stated intervals. 
Heath and Co. put out series 
modern language records for imitation. 
using these, the pupil follows the aural-speech 
method listening first and then repeating 
with the record. Memorizing and dramatizing, 
especially the ordinary, fundamental conver- 
sational patterns, are most valuable and should 
used from the first class. Singing another 
means developing correct and relaxed pro- 
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and should play prominent 
part foreign language study. 

maintain the principle: “Ears before 
eyes,” shall discover that vocabulary build- 
ing, that bugbear all foreign language teach- 
ets, becomes comparatively 
problem. Vocabulary fundamental and must 
conquered both aurally and orally each 
time. teaching vocabulary, should use 
the fundamental principle involved teaching 
primary reading; that is, teach the sentence 
first develop strong sentence sense 
before breaking down into vocabulary units. 

turn the primary school repeatedly 
for hints method. Flash cards, using 
colored inks and posters are valuable aids 
establishing visual contacts with the words. 
All vocabulary training must done with 
books closed, the teacher introducing the sen- 
tence, showing the object whenever possible, 
the pupils repeating outlined above. After 
comparative aural and vocal mastery, the 
teacher introduces the visual image means 
blackboard flash card, giving careful 

attention the spelling. Since pupils are most 

alert the beginning class, new vocabulary 
work done most profitably this time.

The vocabulary your textbook and your 
own ingenuity will offer multiple variations 
this area method, and you will amazed 
the class response and enthusiasm. 


Use Simple Material 


Cultural material best read from up-to- 
date books written English, reading 
this type more tedious than meaningful 
when done gropingly elementary reading 
material. should build cultural apprecia- 
tion studying the civilization the nation 
whose language are learning and making 
constant use the radio, travel posters, short 
subjects 16mm. film, and every available 
type realia. 

Before concluding, should like say 
word about the selection reading material. 
When have our disposal the and 
largely untapped reservoir Catholic litera- 
ture most the modern languages, 
lack courage that makes resort in- 
ferior secular material instead integrating 
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our language courses with the Christian Social 
Living program? thrilling and highly bene- 
ficial implement our studies the social 
doctrines the Church suitable excerpts 
from Leon Bloy, Charles Peguy, the Maritains, 
and other leaders French Catholic thought. 
And must oversight neglect the 
writings St. Teresa Avila and St. John 
the Cross Spanish classes. Many these 
writers, along with scores others adapt 
themselves careful selection, the level 
the high school student. Since present 
there are available textbooks containing 
these authors, the teacher make 
the selections wisely with view her pupils’ 
abilities, but any second year French student 
should not denied reading the original 
the rhythmic cadence Peguy’s poems 
“Sleep,” “Innocence,” “Abandonment,” 
which will competent grasp has 
pursued vitalized language study. 

Foreign language teachers must realize that 
language not based rigid scheme 
graded words nor unchangeable rules. must 
living thing which establishes communica- 
tion between soul and soul. Only when the 
student grasps this, will language study 
potential factor his Christian life, means 
cementing the bonds Christian solidarity.

OLD FLOORS MADE NEW 
Dave Smalley 


Only the past years has floor main- 
tenance been problem schools. Previous 
that time little thought was given 
that presented difficulty all. During 
months the wooden floors were 
drenched with oil, and after the fall term 
began, nightly semiweekly sweepings con- 
stituted the whole program care. That pro- 
gram, however, was advancement over this 
writer’s school days when even the oil was 
omitted. 

few schools still use floor oil because their 
wooden floors are thoroughly saturated 
they seem beyond reclamation. large 
and otherwise good school building this. 
writer’s town was like this, but last winter 
caught fire, quickly converted itself into 
roaring furnace and burned itself into pile 
rubbish. The fire companies cities 
could not compete with the three oil-soaked 
floors. 

The purpose here offer remedy for 
such floors and the same time give sugges- 
tions for reclaiming other floors that have 
lapsed into various stages deterioration. 
the recommendations are “old stuff” be- 
cause the reader experienced mainte- 
nance man. Even so, there may some re- 
minders herein that will value, and 
any case, bear mind that many new people 
have entered the floor maintenance field dur- 
ing the past three four years. 

The war did things floor maintenance 
just did things every other phase 
our living. brought new people into this 
work, many them with little previous 
training, and brought still further difficult- 
ies scarcity even untrained workers. 
Therefore, during the war years, millions 
square feet normally well-cared-for floors

have suffered from both faulty methods and 
neglect. 

possible now, most cases, re- 
claim these floors, not only give them again 
that well-groomed, newlike appearance, but 
add more years their usefulness. 

While not possible cover all the de- 
tails this short article, enough can told 
give essential directions for the procedure 
and implant ideas for more complete pro- 
grams. 


Oiled Floors 

Beginning with oiled wooden floors, the 
surface oil can removed thorough 
scrubbing with alkali, preferably trisodium 
phosphate. this, wet area floor 
not more than ten feet square and sprinkle 
the TSP liberally. When the powder seems 
have dissolved fairly well the water, scrub 
with floor machine. you are using enough 
alkali and water dark lather will form, some- 
times rolling liberally. Continue scrubbin 
over the same area for several minutes, add- 
ing little water the lather subsides, and 
then squeegee the dirty solution quickly 
before can settle back into the floor. After 
which, repeat the operation another area, 
and on, until you have covered the entire 
floor. 

Now rinse the floor well with clear water 
and you have time, second rinsing 
often advisable. Then let the floor dry. When 
the floor dry, “salty” spots may appear 
because you failed rinse well and all the 
alkali was not removed. Sometimes wet mop- 
ping will suffice, but too much the alkali 
remains, more complete job rerinsing 
will called for. 

The floor thus cleaned should allowed 
stand for week so, during which time 
can walked upon. the end that 
time, and especially oil had been used over 


extended period, spots embedded oil 
will appear the surface, having followed 
the cleaned grain the wood just oil 
rises the wick lamp. Another scrubbing 
with the alkali now order, repeating the 
original process. 

Usually the second cleaning sufficient, 
though extreme cases third may ad- 
visable. lieu the third scrubbing, you 
may apply coat oil sealer, which 
tough type lacquer. will sink into the 
pores the floor and, because not mis- 
cible with the embedded oil, will seal the 
latter. 

These quick drying, lacquer-type 
are not sufficiently durable finish them- 
selves. Therefore, regular floor sealer should 
used over them. The best floor sealers are 
the “long-oil” varnish type and should 
made only from phenolic (Bakelite-type) 
resins. The phenolic resins are tough and 
durable and are almost immune acids and 
alkalis. The “long-oil” varnishes are slow 
about drying, requiring from hours, 
but slow drying makes them tough and 
able. Quick drying seals (“short oil” varnish- 
es) are better adapted for furniture, wood- 
work, etc., where friction limited nil, 
but they will soon disintegrate under the 
pounding and scraping feet. 

For the best results the use floor 
sealer, steel wool each coat when dry re- 
move the gloss. This insures better bond 
between the subsequent coats, and the 
case the final coat, gives better, more 
durable finish. The high surface gloss even 
the best the sealers comparatively 
lived under traffic, soon becoming dulled 
high lanes traffic. Therefore, remove all 
this surface gloss uniformly with steel wool 
soon dry and then apply good floor 
wax restore the gloss. This provides 
surface much smoother and easier sweep 
dust, and since wax can quickly 


placed when wears off, the floor can kept 


shining uniformly for extended period.

The Song the Church 


Marie Pierik. Cloth, 285 pp., $3. Long- 
mans, Green Co., New York 

This volume raises some problems. The song 
the Church is, course, Gregorian chant. But 
the Church recognizes (and does not merely tol- 
erate) two other great areas church music: 
polyphonic and modern music. the present 
volume, Miss Pierik has essentially correlated 
translations from some recognized Catholic au- 
thors (why exclude Sunol and Ferretti?) the 
chant. Her service doing valuable. But 
omits non-Catholic commentaries (such are 
contained Reese’s Music the Middle Ages). 
Miss Pierik right when she claims (or rather 
translates others support the position) that 
Gregorian chant music can studied only 
simultaneously with the liturgy. But she stops 
short —full understanding calls for 
base, including the relation polyphony, 
the chant’s relation contemporary 
music, etc. 

There problems. Why put elemen- 
tary discussion (Chap. II) martyrs the 
infant Church into the present work? pro- 
duces feeling padding. Conversely, the vol- 
ume assumes knowledge the intricacies 
the chant which American general reader does 
not fact the book will used only 
those with good knoweldge the chant, 
and they will push the original publica- 
tions which Miss Pierik used. 

The reviewer does not mean harsh, but 
suspects that the usefulness the present 
volume limited. another example, Miss 
Pierik recognizes that the Vatican does not insist 
upon one specific chant rhythm. But the impres- 
sion the ordinary reader would gain from this 
volume that only the Solesmes interpretation 
exists. There are others among learned men who 
have violently disagreed with such proposition, 
including some well regarded Benedictines. 

However, Miss Pierik has added volume that 
has loyal feeling and devotion the chant.— 
Erwin Esser Nemmers.

your terrazzo floor has become dull 
chalky, due, most likely, one three 
things: You have been using (1) lacquer- 
type terrazzo sealer, (2) too much floor 
wax, (3) cleaner: the first 
two cases you have deteriorated film that 
must removed.
